Negro At Lima Ready To 


Heave For Ohio Pen De- 


lights Warden. 


LIMA, Oct. 18— (INSJ— "Mistah 


Sheriff, Ah cam't sing— ." 


But Sheriff Ben S. Miller knew 


better. Throughout yesterday and 
early evening a steady melody had 
been flooding the recesses of the 
stone jail, which is connected with 
the sheriff's residence. 


At times the song would take 


on a htling strain and at other 
times, 
it 
would be a crooning, 


soothing tune with 
indistinguish- 


able words. 


"Well, come out and sing some 


church hymns, anyway," Miller 
commanded as he 
unlocked 
the 


twin iron doors leading into the 
jail from his residence. 


And so, William Watley, 28, a 


negro, waiting in the Allen-co jail 
to be taken to the Ohio State 
penitentiary 
to serve a sentence 


for non-support, came out to sing 
church hymns. 


The sheriff left the solid iron 


door leading to the jail open and 
nearly a score of prisoners clus- 
tered about the bars of their cells 
to listen to this strange negro who 
had been singing ever since he was 
incarcerated in the bastile. 


£TS. Donald Miller, daughter-in- 
i of the sheriff, was elected ac- 


cSnpamst. WaUey, nervous from 
his sudden invitation to entertain, 
stood at the end of the piano, 
shifting from one foot to another 
and leafing through a dog-eared, 
paper-backed volume of favorite 
songs of other days. 


He found "Where Is My Wan- 


dering Boy Tonight?" Mrs. Miller 
touched .''he opening chords of the 
song. 
The dusky singer opened 


his mouth. All of the pathos and 
suffering of his race was blended 
into the rendition. His enunciation 
earned a distinct l^ixie 
accent. 


There was a catch, in the 
man's 


voice as he reached the climax of 
the song: 


"My heart o'erflows for I love 


him he knows, 


Oh where is my boy, tonight — " 
A grizzled old prisoner standing 


at the door of the 
jail 
turned 


away. A tear stole down the face 
of another, a youth awaiting a re- 
formatory 
sentence 
for 
some 


crime. 


There was no applause. 
That 


would have been like encoring a 
prayer, and besides a silent audi- 
ence is an artist's greatest tribute. 


"My voice is pretty bad tonight, 


I've been singing- all 
day," 
he 


said. 


^He found another song — "Beau- 


tiful Isle of Somewhere." 
In the 


negro's rich baritone, the selection 
was more than a song. It became 
an epic in music, 
a poem into 


which Watley 
threw all of his 


erE0>tional soul. He was again 


the hopes of his race. He 


forgotten his own transgres-

The charge of excessive legisla­ 
tion m ay b e fairly made against 
almost every law -m akin- b ody in 
the United S tates— inch, 
con 
gress. 
It has

w ith i 
much truth, tha t no nation on the - 
earth is 
so heavily laden w ith 
laws 
as this. 
B ut the troub le 
seems 
to lie. principally, in the 
continued existence of laws that 
have long outlived their usefulness 
b ut which no one has b othered to 
relegate to the discard. 
New conditions require repeat­ 
ed 
charges in the national 
and 
sta te legal 
codes. 
The constant 
progress of our civilization m akes 
necessary

alertness b y 
legislators. 
However, the time is

cate these codes and, in some cases 
nulify them b ecause of conflicting 
provisions.

: almost every law-making body in 


the United States—inchiiiinir con 
gress. 
It has

much truth, that no nation on the 
earth is 
so heavily laden with 


laws 
as this. 
But the trouble 


seems 
to lie. principally, in the 


continued existence of laws that 
have long outlived their usefulness 
but which no one has bothered to 
relegate to the discard. 


New conditions require repeat- 


ed charges in the national and 
state legal 
codes. The constant 


progress of our civilization makes 
necessary constant alertness by 
legislators. However, the time is 
at hand for a little attention to 
the worn-out statutes that compli- 
cate these codes and, in some cases 
nulify them because of conflicting 
provisions. It might not be amiss 
for every law-making body in the 
country to hold a short "repealing 
session," devoting the time ex- 
clusively to the study and repeal 
of laws that are of no further use.
